Congressional Prognostications. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—To-morrow is sus- 


pension of rules for committees In the 
House of Representatives and an exceed- 
ingly lively time is anticipated. The call 
rests with the committee on invalid pen- 
B ions, and it intends to call up the amended 
Blair Universal Pension bill. This will be 
immediately nfter the call of States for 
the introduction of bills, memorials, etc., 
and it is expected that the day will be con- 
sumed in filibustering. It is charged by 
the anti-reformors that the tariff reform- 
ers oppose the passage of this bill, because 
it will take so much from tbe Treasury 
that tariff reform will stand less chance of 
success. It is known, however, that some 
of the anti-tariff reformers will oppose the 
bill. It is expected that the debates on 
this bill will be strongly flavored with 
party politics and will be very acrimoni- 
ous. 
• 


The committee on pensions, should the 


call by any turn reach it, is anxious to 
call up the Mexican pension bill, which, 
it is believed, will excite but little discus- 
sion. 


On Tuesday the House will consider the 


Consular and Diplomatic Appropriation 
bill, now on the calendar. There are feat- 
ures of this measure which will provoke 
long debate, probably occupying two or 
three days. The bill provides for a reor- 
ganization, of the service, and as it con- 
tains now legislation features, will be sub- 
ject to points of order. 


The committee on appropriations expect

The Best Wars of Di-msing and Shipping 


Chickens, Turkeys and Geese. 


In the first place, poultry should b» 


kept without food twenty-four hours; 
full crops injure the appearance and 
are liable to sonr. and when this does 
occur, correspondingly lower prices 
must be acceptcil than obtainable for 
choice stock. Never kill poultry by 
wringing the nock. 


To dress chickens, kill by bleeding 


in the mouth or opening: the veins of 
the neck; hano; by the feet until prop- 
erly bled. Leave head and feet on and 
do not remove 
intestines or crop. 


Scalded chickens sell best to home 
trade, and dry picked best to shippers, 
so that either manner of dressing will 
do, if properly executed. For scalding 
chickens, the" water should be as near 
the boiling point as possible without 
boiling; pick the legs dry before scald- 


hold by the head and legs and im- 
boiling; 
ing; hoi 
raerse, ancf lift Up and down three 
times; if the heful is immersed it turns 
the color of the comb and gives the 
eyes a shrunken appearance, which 
leads buyers to think the fowl has been 
sick; the feathers and pin feathers 
should then be removed immediately, 
verj cleanly, and without breaking the 
skin; then "plump," by dipping ten 
seconds in walcr nearly or quite boil- 
ing hot, and then immediately into cold 
water; hang in a cool place until the 
animal heat is entirely out. To dry- 
pick chickens properly, the work should 
be done while the chickens are bleoii- 
ing; do not wait and let the bodies get 
cold. Dry-picking is much more easily 
done while the bodies are warm. Be 
careful and do not break and tear the 
skin. 
To dress turkey, observe the same 


instructions as gneu for preparing 
chickens, but always dry-pick. Dressed 
turkeys, when dry-picked always sell 
best and command better prices than 
scalded lots, as the appearance ii 
brighter and more attractive. 
En- 


deavor to market all old ivnd hea\ y 
gobblers early. 
Aficr the holidays tlie 


demand is for small, round, fat hen 
turkeys only, old Toms being sold at a 
discount to canners. 


Ducks and geese should bp scalded 


in the same tomuevalure of water as 
for other kinds of poultry, but it re- 
quires more time for the water to pen- 
etrate and. loosen Ihe feathers. 
Some 


parties advise, after scalding, to wrap 
them in a blanket for the purpose ot 
stearaine, but they must not be left iu 
Mils condition long enough to cook the 
tiesli. Do not undertake to dry-pick 
geese or ducks just before killing, for 
the purpose of saving tbe feathers, as 
it causes tbe skin to become very much 
inflamed, aud is a greal injury to the 
Bale. Do not pick the feathers ott' the 
head; leave the feathers on for two or 
three inches on rhe neck. Do not singe 
the bodies for the purpose of removing 
any down or hair, as the heat.from the 
flame will give tlnmi an oily and un- 
sightly appearance. 
After " they are 


picked clenn they should be held in 
scalding water for about ten seconds, 
lor the purpose of plumping, and then 
rinsed off in clean cold water. Fat, 
heavy stock is always preferred. 


Before packing and shipping, poultry 


should be thoroughly dry and cold, but 
not frozen; the animal heat should be 
entirely out of tbe body; pack in boxe.- 
or barrels, boxes holding one hundred 
to two hundred pounds are preferable, 
and pack snugly; straighten out the 
body nnd legs so'tbat they will not ar- 
rive very much bent and twisted out of 
shape; li'll the packages as full as possi- 
ble, 
to prevent moving about on the 


way; barrels answer better for chickens 
and ducks than for turkeys or gpese: 
when convenient, avoid putting more 
than one kind in a package; mark kind 
and weight of each description on the 
package, and mark shipping directions 
plainly on the cover.— Chicagu t'wn- 
inercial liulletin. ^^9t ^

Saturday night at 10 o'clock Otho Hill, 


son of the widow, Mrs. Robert Hill, died 
at bis home in Maoon from injuries al- 
leged to have been inflicted with a knife 
by Charles Hurrah in Macon on the after- 
noon of December 24, the day before 
Christmas. Otho was stabbed in the side 
and neok, the oat in the neck severing s 
gland which would not heal and caused 
great loss of blood.

DES MOIXES, Jan. 4. — Tlie citizens of Iowa 


arc justly proud of their new capitol, on 
which the finishing touches were put during 
the lottor hult of last year. It is a credit to 
tho state and an ornament to the capital city, 
Dos Moincs. It stands 120 feet above and 
half a mile to the ea.it of the Des Moines 
river, and it* location strongly suggests that 
Of too national Capitol at Washington. But, 
unlike tho latter, ita main entrance is from 
the river to the west, IUK! tlie stream flows 
Between the billing and tho city. 
The 


structure was designed by a French architect 
named Piguenard, the name who planned the 
•tote house of Illinois. But he died Iwfore the 
work was much more than begun and then 
its continuation was intrusted to two young 
men who had worked and studied together in 
Piguenaril'* office. 
The immediate result of 


the confidence 
bestowed upon these two 


young men, wus the formation of the firm of 
Bell & Hackney, and for some years they 
made the supervision of their important work 
their chief occupation. Some years later, 
bowttver, tho junior member of the firm, 
through the good offices of Senator Logan, 
was preferred at Washington, where ho has 
iinc« resided, with the title of supervising 
architect of the treasury. As Supervising 
Architect Bell the gentleman is, without 
doubt, vvell known t'> most who will read 
these lines.

BOSTON, Jan. 3.—One of thu most interest- 


ing phases of moJcrn thought, tlmt bos been 
gaining and growing in Boston und vicinity, 
is known variously as Christian scientism, 
theosopby or mind cure.

Christian science, for tlieosophy. as it is 
taught, owes quite as much to .Buddhism as 
to Christianity. Thos» of ltd followers who 
wish to popularize it and those who wish to 
feel that they have not cut adrift from tbe 
moorings of the church call it Christian sci- 
eutisni. Its college here, for It has a college 
and schools, is called the Metaphysical Col- 
lege of Massachusetts. 


It numbers among its followers many 


people of the foremost culture uf lioston and 
vicinity, and it seems to have produced visible 
and tangible effects on the lives and health of 
its followers.

home all is life and radiant health. Death 
and disease are but delusions and have no 
actual existence. 


We ore sick because we believe in sickness 


and not in health. Jesus is the great physi- 
cian, the way, the truth ami the hi>; the 
sickness of tbe world, the sorrow of the world, 
the sin of the world weighed upon Jiuddha 
until hi.s enlightenment''aiiie, and he saw that 
the only refuge from tb-we things was in pury 
and real being, where such things do not 
come. 
In the realm of pure ln.'hi£ he saw 


that it alone existed, was eternal; sickness, 
sin and sorrow were but temporary —nay, 
were but delusions; and instead of doing 
them the honor of giving them credit for 
actual existence by trying to cure them, 
he would remove men from the |»,\\ei- ot 
them. 


This thought of Buddha, this thought of 


Jesus, this thought of God. a few souls have 
actually apprehended. 
This ba^t been ex- 


pressed by word and deed variously—serenely, 
as a lofty philosophy, fanatically by ill bal- 
anced enthusiasts. Spiritual enthusiasm has 
always been attended hy n /.i-.-il that some 
times lacked knowledge.

English papers that he would d ncli thirty 
young men tho science ot: farming for the 
sum of £120 (gfiOO) each a year. The result 
was that the farm of Captain th.i Honorable 
was soon supplied with aristocrat ic laborers. 
Wealthy young men from the middle classes 
also flocked over to take advanla're of similar 
offers, until ],e Mars had at least b»ii agricul- 
turists iu its vicinity who couldn't tell a plow 
from^i pumpkin. 


Then the fun began. The boys would do

Many of them were spendthrifts:
